!• Düring 1947, the populatlon of the U.S. Zone Increased 2.0 
parcent or 350,000,-fron 17.38 milllon to 17.73 nilllon. 

a. Thifi inerease was ralatlvely low, a* coupared with 1946, 
•inee the transfer of Dllliona of oxpelleea lato the U.S. Zone was halted 
at the heglnnlng of 1947, hut relatively high as compared to pre-war in¬ 
erease rate8 which ranged from 0.5 - 1.0 percent per annun. 

b. In contraat to the Situation in pre-war yeara when popu- 
latlon inerease was almost exolusiyely the result of an excess of birtha 
ovor deaths, two-thirds of the population inerease in 1947 was the result 
of net.ffligration. 

2. Although eoB 9 letel 7 reliable migration statistics are not 
available, immigration into the U.S. Zone during 1947 is estimated at 
442,200. Bxeluding returned FVs, Interzonal Immigration formed by far the 
largest part of the total. 

a. Immigrants included 216,000 returned PWs, mostly between 
the ages of 20 and 40; 70,600 refugeee fron other zones and Berlin arrlving 
legally; and an estimated 128,400 others whose zone of origin is impossible 
to determine. 


t>. The nujnber of those who crossed the border illegally and 
are now liring ln the U.S. Zone without ration cards is unknown and these 
people are not included in the figures of this study. 

e. The most important factors contributlng to interzonal mi¬ 
gration into the U.S. Zone are believed to be the natural attempt of 
families to reunite and the existing differences in the political and eco¬ 
nomic conditions between the Soriet Zone and Berlin and the Western Zones. 

3. Emigration out of the U.S. Zone during 1947 was estimated at 
203,200. Interzonal emigration accounted for 68,000, (including 27,400 re- 
leased prlsoners of war), and DPs repatriated and resettled in foreign 
countries for 125,200« An additional 10,000, conservatiroly estimated, left 
the U.S. Zone as uncontrolled emigration. 

a. In 1947, 58,634 DPs were repatriated and 66,547 were re¬ 
settled. Among those repatriated, Poles were the most numerous. 

b. Praetical work on the resettlement program, restricted to 
UHDPs, is still in the initial stage. The only noteworthy program realised 
in 1947 was the resettlement of 27,550 DPs in Belgiiun. In addition, 13,128 
DPs emlgrated to the United States. 

c. The pressure of ovorpopulation and the psychological effects 
of the political Situation in Oermany bare created a strong Interest in emi¬ 
gration among the Oerman population. 
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4, Altho\>^ Bligratlon ttatisties are still laclcin^, the toIubs 
of internal nigration within the sono was known to he far ahore noraal. 

a. Migration from rural areas to the eitles and fron Bavaria 
to the two adjacent Laender of the U«S. Zone was chiefly due to ehsaiges in 
the food eonditions rendering life in the coontry lese attractive and to 
changes ln the lahor market Situation increasing the eaployment possibili* 
ties in the eitles. 

h. Both the extent of refugee nigration into the U.S. Zone 
and the degree of their assimilation into the German eeonomy are refleeted 
in enployment figures in Bavaria where ei^loyment of refugees inereased by 
27 percent fron March to Beeember 1947 vhile that of normal residente rose 
only 4 pereent.

Im normal timoB» cnrront IntercamMil population estinatea for a 
tarritory like the ü. S. Zone of Oermacy can be prepared ratber eatily and 
witb a relatlTely small nargin of eriur on tbe basis of vital statistics 
and a knowledge of migratiom; Under present.eonditions in Gexvany, hovever, 
this sisqple bat fondaaental %aestion of how oany people are living mithin 
the IJ.S» Zone can be answered only by estimates involring a nomber of Prob¬ 
lems and a relatively high margin of error. 7ital statistics are as re- 
liable as they were formerly; on the other hand, reliable migration statis¬ 
tics covering the postwar period are still unavailable. The urgent re^uire- 
nient for population data to oeet the needs of the cumulating economic, 
.social, and political problems in the U.S. Zone of Germany has made it im¬ 
perative that demographic inrestigation be pursued in spite of the numerous 
gaps existing in the sources of information« In many aräas it has been 
necessary to employ new approachos and unusual techni^ues in the develop¬ 
ment of significant data.^ 

The only source of current population estimates available under 
present conditions in Germany is the ration card count, the principal basis 
for the figures of this report. It mnst be kept in mind that the ration 
card count, derived from ration card distribution is not a primaxy source 
of population statistics. The ration cai^ count is the basis for food al- 
locations and for estimates of future demand. Düring the last two years, 
German Statistical agencies of the XT.S. Zone have persistently attempted 
to adapt ration card count to the reiiuirements of population statistics, 
and some progress has been made in this field; nevertheless, the ration 
card figures furnish only a head count and are not as reliable as popula¬ 
tion statistics normally are. Ho breakdowm by sex and age groups, neces¬ 
sary for thorough demographic investigation, is available.

Growth of Population in 1947 
A* Eitiaated Increase 

The total population of the four Laender of the U.S. Zone of Gor- 
mnj (Bavaria. Vuerttemherg-Baden» Hesse and Bremen) was 17.379.000 on the 
first of Januar 7 1947. cuid increased to 17.725.000 hy the first of Januar 7 
1948. When the TT.S. Sector of Berlin is included the figures are 18.371.000 
and 18,724.000 respeetively. These fi^^ures include all types of population 
present within the U.S. Zone of (rermaziyt Oernoans. foreigners living in the 
German econcogr. inmates of institutions. civil internees, displaced persons 
(DP's) in caiqps. and others, exceptin^^ only the U.S. forces and Military 
Oovernment personnel. 

The followin^; tahle shows the changes that oeeurred hetween 1 Jan- 
uary 1947 and 1 January 1948. For a hreakdown by Laender. see Appendix ''A*.

•The population covered by ration card count comprises Germans livin^ in in¬ 
dividual households institutions of all kinds such as jails. Colleges 

campe, and foreignars (whether of DP Status or not) living in individual 
households. In this report these groups are called "resident population*. 
Resident population plus the number of DPs in campe, ineluding Civilian Labor 
Service Companies, results in "total population*. 


Table 1 shows an annual increase for 1947 of total population in 
the U.S. Zone, ineluding Land Bremen, of 346,000 or 1.99 per Cent. "Resi¬ 
dent popTilation* increased by 391,000 or 2.30 per cent, whereas the number 
of DPs in csüips decreased by 45.000 or 11.90 per cent. 

In B&ny respects DPs living in camps cannot be regarded as part of 
the socio-econoaic comounity. They participate neither in the general pro¬ 
ductive process nor in the govemment, either as voters or as active mei^ers 
of governmental bodies. The majority of them are waiting to emigrate. either 
by repatriation or through resettlement programs. By considering population 
figures as more than merely a statistiesd head count, therefore, the actual 
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rat« of inereate in 1947 was 2,3 per eent. Includin^ the U.S. Sector of Ber> 
lin. the total inerease ln population was 354,000 or 1*9 per cent; an Increase 
in "resident population" of 400,000 or 2.2 per cent; and a decreate in the num 
her of DPs in eamps of 46,000 or 12.1 per cent. 


B, Comnarison with Other Years 

Thoo^ the increase of population in 1947 was relatiTelj saall com> 
pared with that of 1946, the 1947 rate was still far ahore "nonsal", that is,• 
far abore the lerel which would he expected under usual deaographic conditions 
for a densely populated area such as the U.S. Zone of Oersany. 

Table II ^ires the arera^e yearly increase for selected periods from 
1900 through 1939, and con^res the rates for those periods with the 1947 rate. 
In the period 1925 throu^ 1933, population within the territory of the U.S. 
Zone increased by 0.54 per cent per annum» and in the period 1933 throu^ 1939 
by 0j91 per cent. Thus, in 1947 the rate of increase of 2.30 per cent was many 
tiaes hi^er than before the war. In conparison, the population of the United 
States increased by 1.47 per cent per annum fron 1920 to 1930, and by 0.70 per 
cent per annum fron 1930 to 1940.

Major Taetort Affaeting arowth of Population 


A. For the Tear 1947 

In 1947 within the U.S. Zone of Germany not onlj the rate of popu- 
lation increate, but also the oauaet or toorcee of the inereaae were far 
fron "noraal”. In "nomal" tinea the population of highl7*lndustrlaliied and 
denaelT-populated Suropean coontriea increaaes alnoat exelualTeljr thront an 
exeeaa of blrtha orer deatha; nigratlon» elthar inmigration or enlgration» 
ia only a oinor faotor ln population groirth. 

Within the U.S. Zone, including Land Bremen. Boro than tvo-thirda 
of the inereaae for 1947 waa due to aigration. The nuaber of birtha exeeed*- 
ed the number of deatha by 107.000. The net balance of inmigration orer enl- 
ß*‘Ätlon waa 339.000. If there had been no inmigration. population would have 
inereaaed 0.62 percent. Aa population actually Increaaed 1.99 percent. net 
Immlgratioa alone reaulted ln an inereaae of 1.37 pereent. See Table III 
and Appendix ”fi" for data by Laender.

B. Coannriaon of 1947 with Other Periode 

The unuaual relationahip in 1947 between natural eauaee and nigra- 
tion aa factora in population inereaae ia ahown elearly by a eoiqpariaon «ith 
figurea of prewar tinea (Table 17). In the period of depreaaion between 1935 
and 1933 in the whole of Geraany aa well aa in the territory of the U.S* Zone, 
the number of people leaving the oountry waa greater than the nunber entering, 
and therefore the yearly Inereaae waa lest than the exeeaa of birtha orer deatha. 
Düring thia period in the U.S. Zone, for inatanee. there waa an aTerage annual 
exeeaa of birtha orer deatha of 83.600. But the total p( 9 ulation inereaaed by 
only 71.300. beeauae of the loaa thront emigration. 

In the period 1933 through 1939 there waa an average yearly exeeaa 
of Immigration over enlgration of 29.300. But even at that time the net gain 

by nigration affeeted the rate of inereaae in only a ninor way. The deeiaire 
factor in poxnilation inereaae waa atill the exeeaa of birtha over deatha. ar- 

eraging at that time 96,300 annually.

In 1946 there w&a a trem^ndouj flow of Immigrants Into tho U.S. Zona 
of Oaraanjr, conslating iioatl/ of expellaas. Vexy early in 1947 conpulaory 
post-war migration Tirtnally ended. Bespite this fact» total immigration into 
tha ü. S. Zone in 1947 reached a total of 440,OÖO« This Immigration diffared 
from that of 1946 hoth in character and structure and in its damographiCt social 
and aconomic affacts. 

Tabla YI shows immigration by kinds of Immlgrants. As standardizad 
migration statistics ara still lacking* tha data ara based on estlmates from 
Tarious sourcas.

B. Immigration from Foreign Countrias 

Tha number of expellaas arriving in organisad shipmsnts in 1947 was 
only 2,300, antering principally from Csaehoslovakia. 

Anothar 6,200 Germans immigrating from foreign countries mast be con> 
tiderad a part of tha transfar of German minoritlas into Germany, tha majority 
of tham Coming from Austria, and soma of them from countrias orarsaas. 
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In tho last nonths of the var when the eastern front moved vostward, 
many wonen and childran preTiously oTaCTiated to tho eastern part of Germas^ 
were shlpped to Denmark. Slnce the end of the war Dennaik has heen endeayorine 
to retum thla populatlon. Intar-Allied arran^eaents haye heen oade for thelr 
retum to Genaany and for thelr diatrlhutlon aaong the zones. Throu^ such an 
arrangement 12,100 persons were transferred into the Ü*S. Zone ln the eourse 
of 1947. 

The Inf lux of German clylllan populatlon from outslde the Geraian 
houndarlee, tharefore, was önly 22»600. Slnce total lamigratlon Into the U.S. 
Zone ln 1947 Is calculated at 442,000, more than 95 percent of all lamlgranta 
carne fron other sources. 


C. Interzonal I«nitratIon 

Afflong these other aources, the most Important conslets of Immigration 
fropQ the other zones cuid Berlin. Controlled Interzonal Immigration of refugees 
ln 1947 amounted to 70,600, of whlch numher 83.2 percent came from the Soylet 
Zone. See Tahle TU,

Controlled movement of refugees, however, couprlsed only a small part 
of Interzonal Immigration. Gncontrolled Immigration, that Is, Immigration of 
persona whose basls of entry Is not known, totaled 128,400 ln 1947. To ohtain 
a clear plcture of the prohlem and an appralsal of thls total, some ezplanatlon 
la neeessazy. 

The flgure of 128,400 Is the dlfference hetween the Increase of popu¬ 
latlon leas excess of hlrtbs over deatha, and all typea of Immigration and eml- 
gration for whlch flgures have heen reported. Any Inaceuracles ln the statistles 
used in thls analyals, therefore, Influenco the slze of what Is termed ''uncon- 
trolled* Immigration. Smlgration statlstlcs, for Instance, are iaeooplete as no 
flgures are avadlahle elther on the emlgratlon of Germans to fokelgn countrlee 
or on the unoontrolled emlgratlon from tba U.S. Zone to other sonea, e.g., the 
British Zone. Ae will he shown later, an estimated flgure of 10,000 Is assumed 
ln*the emlgratlon tahle for all such types of emlgratlon. However, the net 
halance of all Immigration and emlgratlon flgures Is flxed hy the ratlon card 
count Increase lese excess of hlrths over deatha« One must keep ln alnd 'that for 
these reasons the ahove flgui^ on unoontrolled Immigration Is not completely re- 
llahle. However, It can he stated with eertalnty that the flgure of 128,400 Is 
the net halance of all unknown Immigration and emlgratlon movements. 
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Thoorstlcally, the flgure for uncontrollad Immigration Inclndet 
Intertonal Immigration a» well ae Immigration from forelgn countrles. Uncon- 
tiTolled Immigration froa forelgn eonntrlei» howeTer» was un^ueetlonably yery 
small» so that almost all of the 128,400 nncontrolled Immigrants ean ho as- 
sumed to bare come from other zonas and Berlin» 

AS the estlmate of uncontrolled Izomlgratlon Is hased on ratlon card 
coont (and all other known types of Immigration and emigratlon) the flgure of 
128,400 Includes only those Indlvlduals who erossed the horder uncontrolled 
and are now recelvlng ratlon eards, that Is, are now llvlng legally wlthln 
the U.S. Zone» Indlrlduals who erossed the horder lllegally and who are now 
llrlng ln the U»S» Zone wlthout ratlon cards and wlthout pollce reglstratlon 
are not Inoluded ln the estlmate» It Is hasardous eren to guess the number 
of these eases» 

The volume of Intersonal mlgratlon ln 1947 Indlcates that the unrest 
whlch prsTalled durlng and after the war has contlnued up to the present. Whlle 
Intersonal mlgratlon Is partly the natural consequence of comxnilsory mlgratlon 
durlng the past yoars, It Is also partlally due to dlfferences ln llvlng con- 
dltions among the sones. Tor thls reason It cannot he ezpected that thls mlgra- 
tlon will cease now or ln the Immedlate future» 

One of the most Important factors contrlhuting to Interzonal mlgra- 
tlon was the natural attempt of familles to reunite» Many famllles were sep* 
arated hy evaeuatlon durlng the war and hy populatlon transfers durlng the 
postwar perlod. The wlsh to reunite prohahly explains to a large extent the 
entranee of 70,600 refugees Into the U.S» Zone hy eontrolled mlgratlon froa 
other sones and Berlin» However, thls cetn hardly explaln the total toIubm of 
Interzonal Influx» The coneluslon to he drawn Is that apart from these move- 
ments there was a eonslderahle Intersonal Immigration Into the U.S» Zone, due 
to the more attractlve polltlcal and economic condltlons prevaillng there» It 
Is inposslhle to ascertaln statlstlcally from whlch zones these immlgrants came. 
Accordlng to the reports of many eye-wltnesses and the ohservatlons of the hor¬ 
der pollce, a large part of them are refugees legally or lllegally Crossing the 
horder hetween the Sovlet Zone and the U.S. Zone. 7or instance, ln Becemher 
1947, from a total of 10,770 horder travel vlolatlons ln Bavaria, 6,697 or 62.2 
percent were Oemans attempting to enter the U.S» i^one from the Sovlet Zone. 

The reasons glvon for.their comlng are varled; some hecause of Opposition to 
the exlstlng polltlcal System, whlle others state they are afrald of reglstra¬ 
tlon for coiipulsory lahor wlthln the Sovlet Zone. 


D, Return of Prlsoners of War 

Apart froa Intersonal Immigration, the most Important element ln total 
Immigration Into the U.S» Zone was the retum of Oerman prlsoners of war. 

Through offlclal channels, 216,400 PVs were released Into the U.S. Zone ln 1947. 
Thls comprlses approxlaately half the total Immigration. 

It must he emphaslzed that the return of German PVs represents Immi¬ 
gration only ln a technlced or etatletlcal sense» Soclologlcally, It Is not 
Immigration at all and has qulte different effects If compared wlth other types 
of Immigration» PWs are men mostly ln the age group 20 to 40; they effectlvely 
Increaee the lahor force as the lack of young physlcally-fIt workers Is one of 
the weaknesses in the present lahor market Situation. 

In Juna and Jxily 1947, German agencles carrled out an offlclal regls¬ 
tratlon of Ftfs mlsslng soldlers ln Bavaria, Wuerttemberg-Bsden and Hesse. 
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The count was hasad on reglstration formt whlch wäre filied out hj dependents. 
The registratlon revealad that a total of 390,000 priso&ert of war jcaown to he 
alive had not yet returned to tha U.S. Zone. 

The following tables darlved fron thesa flguras provida nuch naeded 
Information conceming the demographic euid profassional structure of the PW 
group. On the assumption that the characteristics of unretomad PWs are the 
tarne as those racelTed ln 1947, the social and economic effacts of past and 
future morementa of PWs Into tha U.S. Zone may be evaluated. As Indlcatad ln 
Table YIII, 79 pereant of the prlsonera of war are betwaan 20 and 39 yaars of 
age.

At the ead of 1947, the eetimated aumber of PWs to be returned to the 
U.S, Zone but not yet released was 200,000, According to a decision of the 
Moscow Council of Foreign Ministers in April 1947, all German prisoners of war 
will be released by the end of 1948, Therefore, an increase of 280,000 in the 
male labor force can be expected in the U.S. Zone during 1948, The 418,329 
missing soldiers are not included in these calculations. It is impoasible to 
teil how many of them are %till alive or how many will return to increase the 
popiilation and labor force in the fut’Jiro. 

Comparod with interzonal Immigration euid the retum of PWs, the size 
of other tyoea of Immigration is unimportant. For instance, during 1947, 3,800 
United Nations displaced persona who were reeettled in Belgl\im returned to the 
U.S. Zone.

Ü«S« Zone for other zones. 

In special traln shlpnents organised ty Military Govemnent, 2,100 
ehildren and mothars formsrly evacuäted fron Berlin were returned. 

Düring 1947 all prisoners of war held by the U.S. Amy wäre released. 
Those who were held in campt in the U*S« Zone or in other Suropean countries 
were released through special campe within the U.S.Zone. All of those retum- 
ing to their normal residence outside the U.S* Zone (27,400) fomed pari of 
the interzonal emigration. 

German ciTil intemees normally resident in the British or 7rench 
Zone who were fomerly held in campe by the U.S. ÄTuy (9,900) hare been re¬ 
leased to German authorities of their tones of residence. 

The total reported interzonal emigration in 1947 was 66,000, lese 
than half of which consisted of civilian population emigrating to other zones 
and Berlin, euid more than half of which consisted of prisoners of war released 
ower zonal boundaries. 

No doubt interzonal emigration of indiriduals from the U.S. Zone oe- 
eurred but there are no actual figures awailable during 1947. The conserva- 
tiyely estimated figure of 10,000 in Table XIII includes foreign emigration 
as well as interzonal. Traffic across the U.S.-British zonal boundary is an- 
restricted, but the interzonal traffic into and out of the French Zone is 
eontrolled, although in a rather liberal way. Statistics, therefore, reflect 
only a part of the interzonal migration. Neyer‘;helese, it can be assumed that 
no tremendous interzonal migration occurred, as the system of residence permits 
in effect throngh the U.S. Zone preyents nass migration. A few permits are 
issued to persons in certain occupation categories and in other special cases, 
but due to the shortage of housing and the difficulties in food allocation, 
exceptiona to the established policy are yery few. 


C. Smikration to Foreign Countries 

. The oyerwhelning majority of all emigrante to foreign countries were 
DPs leaying Germany as a result of repatriation and resettlement programs. At 
present, emigration to foreign countries is almost entlrely restricted to the 
DP progran and is not an is^ortant problem of German population. 

In DP emigration. as could be expected, there was a strong shift from 
repatriation to resettlement in the course of the last two years, repatriation 
haying almost ended. See Table XIY.

Hapatriation poaaibllitiea ara practically ezhauatad. The problam 
of tha DPa can only ba aolvad bj thair aattlemant in foreign countriaa or by 
thair aaaimilation into the Oannan aeonomie ayatem. Due to the poor eeonomie 
eondition and ^enaral orarpopulation of Ganoany, tha aaeond alternative ia not 
attractive to the xoajority of the DPa. Soeial and politieal reaentment toward 
the Gemana eontributaa to tha davalopment of the praaant prefaranca of noat 
DPa for emigration and raaettlament outaida of Oermany. 

Aa iremi^ration in all eountriaa of tha world ia eontrolled, reaettle** 
ment of DPa ouat be baaed on international Cooperation. The International Hefa- 
gee Organization, which took over reaponaibility for DPa in Germany on 1 July 1947, 
when UHRBA activitiea eame to an end, haa triad to promote auch Cooperation. 
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lateraatlonal discuasioxiB of a general BChesB for DP resottlenezit are 
contin^uö. Practlcal work on the problem, however, is only in the Initial 
stage.^ Aa can be aeen from Tabla XIV, the nuober of ÜBDPa reaettled outalde 
of Gernany Increased from 9,000 in 1946 to 67,000 in 1947, The only noteworthy 
program realized in 1947 waa reaottlement of 27,550 DPa in Belginin. as pre- 
vioualy noted, 3,800 of theae emigrants retumad to Germany in the course of 
1947.

]J The exiating IRO work on reaettlemantof DPa and the attitude of the govern- 
menta in thia fleld were atrongly critieieed by Mr. William Eallam Tuck, lEO 
Executive Secretary, in a report preaented to the IRO preparatory Commiaeion, 
which convened at Geneva on 4 May 1948. Mr. Tuck critieised: (1) preaent 
labor recruitment programa which treat DP labor "aolely aa a Commodity”; (2)' 
the recruitment only of able-bod«ed woiicing membera of refugee familles, 
leaving dependent membera to wait in DP campe; (3) failure of recrulting 
nationa to call forward dependent membera of familiea recruited woiicers or 
to provide houaing to make- reunion of familiea poeaible; (4) failure of 
govemmenta to aeek to find other appropriate work for refugeea who are unable 
to perform the hard phyaical work for which they have been recruited and many 
6f whom have inatead been retumed to Germany; (5) failure of nationa to accept 
the plan calling on each hation to accept a "fair ahare” (f DPa regardleaa of 
age, aex, nationality, or working atatua; and (6) the preaent policiee of aome 
govemmenta which permit former prib.'nera of war or membera of conquered allen 
populationa to Immigrate inatead of refugeea, "moat of whom have been alliea.” 

Another point of crlticiam diaeuaaed at a Conference held at Gwatt, 
Switzerland, waa the ”ombargo of braine.” Moat receiving countriea prefer 
agricultural workera and akllled and unakilled manual laborera. aa a reault, 
thouaanda of refiigeea with apecial akilla auid training are denied a chance to 
emlgrate by the veiy qualificationa which diatinguiah them from the maaa of 
thoir fellowa.—The Conference aaked the IRO Preparatory Commiaaion to inaiat, 
in Ita negotiationa with govemmenta conceming masa Immigration, that a fair 
ahare of apeeialiats ahould be included in future reaettlement programe.

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General restrlctiona make emigration of Germane almoet an Impoeei-' 
toility at the present time. Actnally, however, eoino emlgratlon ander special 
condltlons does occur. 

The pressure of oyerpopulatlon and the psychological effects of the 
present political Situation in Gennany have produced a very strong Interest in 
emigration among the German population» In the spring of 1947, ICD Opinion 
Surreys interviewed as many former Germaui PVfs as poesible who had heen given a 
course in democracy at Port Getty, USA, durlng the war for the purpoee of democ- 
ratizing their present attitudes and opinions. a ratio of four out of ten 
hoped to emigrate; another two would consider auch a atep if the economic or 
political Situation in Germany heccnne hopeless.-^ 

Smigration would alleviate the demographic Situation of Germany, hut 
at the Same time the selection unavoidably connected with emigration would have 
an unfavorable effect on the labor market by further decreasing the short sup- 
ply of young male labor now at a minimum in Germany« In many fields, shortage 
of yoTing male labor ie one of the most inportant factors restricting economic 
reriyal« German agencies within the U.S. Zone ere trying to bring emigration 
ander the control of the German labor (ffices in Order to adapt emigration to 
the requirements (f the German labor market and to protact German emigrants 
and prospective emigrants from, exploitation. 

Despite the general restriction on emigration, a special agreement 
between the Prench Government and the U.S. State Department was arranged for 
the emigration of labor from the U.S. Zone to Prance. According to this agree¬ 
ment, 20,000 persons would emigrate to Pranoe as free workars. Prench emigra¬ 
tion Offices wer« allowed to oparate within the U.S. Zone in Cooperation with 
the German labor Offices, but at the end of 1947 this Operation had not yet 
begun. 

Present economic conditions in many coiintries of the world are fav« 
orable to emigration fron Central Europe. This is true cf such European eoun- 
tries as Prance and Sweden, now faced with the effect on the labor market of 
the Sharp decline in the birth rates which occurred in the Twenties and the 
Thirties. There is also a shortage of labor ln some newiy-Industrialized 
countriea overseaa. Immigration stopped during the war and ln many of these, 
Canada, South American countries, Australia and South Africa, Industries ex- 
panded because of the war. Hormally, a part of the increasing demand for 
industrial labor is satisfied by the surplus farming population but the stream 
of labor from agrieulture to industry in these countries is apparently dininlsh- 
lag.2/

Internal Migration 

Unrest in UeniasQr, the result of war migration and eompalsor/ refu- 
gee influx, is reflected not onl^ in treaendous nigration orer sonal boundaries 
as deseribed in the preceding chapters, bat also in internal nigration within 
the tone» the Tolone of whieh is far abore nonsal. As nigration statistics are 
still lacking» it is iqpossible to show the naiver of internal nigrants» bat 
the existance and direction of this migration can be inferred fron other sources. 


A« Mijgration Between Stadt and Landkreise 

Increase rates oalcolated separatel/ by Stadt and Landkreise show that 
in 1947, within the Ü.S. Zona,population of Landkreise increased by only 1«53 
percent» while the popolation of Stadtkreise increased by 4.20 percent. The in¬ 
crease in the thirteen aajor cities was even higher at the rate of 4.65 percent.^

The rate of excess of births over deaths was at least as high ln 
the Landkreise as in the Stadtkreise, probably higher, since the birth rate 
of rural dlstrlcts normally exceeds that of urban dlstrlcts. There Is no 
reason to assTime that ln the Stadtkreise the propcrtlon of prisoners of war, 
retumed, was higher than ln the Landkreise* Jurthermore, it is probable 
that a greater part of the Interzonal Immigrants went to the rural dlstrlcts 
Instead of to the eitles* Therefore, the fact that ln 1947 the population of 
the Stadtkreise Increased nearly three times as fast as the population of the 
Landkreise must be regarded as Indicatiye of a strong internal migration fron 
the Landkreise to the Stadtkreise or fron the rural districts, the villages and 
small eitles, to the urban dlstrlcts and the major eitles.w One of the most

The extent of thie long-term movement is illustrated in the following 
table, which showe the proportion of population change in Stadtkreise and Land¬ 
kreise within the area of the Ü.S. Zone resulting from natural increase (excess 
of births over deatha) and migration respectively.

Th« dacreaaa of «mployment in rural occi^tions in 1947 of 41 »000 or 
7.17 poroant (lable XIX) applioa only to persona gainfully eaployed« Fara labor 
in the U*S. Zone conaists for the aost pari of independent famera and their 
faaily helpera» so that the decrease in the nuaber of va^e and salary earoera 
in agriculture indicatea that ther« was a decrease in total fara labor, but doea 
not Show the aotual aize of this decrease. 

The diainishing differencea in the food Situation between rural and 
uz^an diatrieta also eontributed to the acceleration of aigration froa rural 
areaa to the city. The food Situation for a rural person raiaing his own food> 
stuffa ia itill auch better thaa for the average urban resident living on a 
ration eard. The Situation of all those living iif rural areaa who did not raiae 
their own foodstuffs had deterioratod to about the aane level aa in the eitles. 
Foraerly there.waa a liaited free aupply of vegetablea» fruit and potatoes avaiX- 
able there and black‘market prleea were auch lower than ln the eitles. In the 
courae of the last two years» aoat of these advantages diaa'ppeared or were great- 
ly redueed beeauae, throu^ the influx of exx>«lleea» the nuaber of conauaers in 
rural dlstricts inereaaed» and also the additional food aupply deereaaed as a 
eonse^usnee of the unuaual drought in 1947. 

Finally» sigration to the eitles inereaaed beeauae of the movement of 
refugeea. Most of them» even thoae wlth industrial and urban oecupations» had 
been compelled originally to live in the country or in small eitles and to work 
in some rural oecupations to make a living. They later tried to get back to 
their old oecupations largely located in the citiea.l/ At any rate» the Stimuli 
creatlng the trend of migration from the country to the eity» naasly» changes in 
the labor market and diminishing advantages of living in the country» were 
stronger than the deterrenta repreaented by the ayatem of reaidence permita still 
in effeet» and the bad houaing eonditiona in the eitles» 

The ahortage of building material» labor and Capital» greatly liaited 
bulldlng activity in the eitles. Sven taücing into acco^t the fact that a large

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pari of t)uiXdiB^ repair it not shoirn ln official statittiet, housing supplj 
ooold not keep pace with inereaso of popnlation. On the contraxy» Imiigra- 
tion caaied further deterioratlon in goaeral houaing conditiona, but thla 
fact did not check tho influz of popuIatlon. In aose caaea, for inatanca 
in Munich» the population of the adjoining Landkreise incrMaed by the aaae 
or a higher rate than the population of the city» whareaa in all other Land¬ 
kreise » Bore reoote fron the urban center» the rate of increase was conpara- 
tiyely low» aa indicated in the following table.

of population Bovenent fron the country to the citiea» a aioultaneoua atreaB 
of Bigration took place froa Bararia to Wuertteaberg-Baden and Beaae. 

Aa in the caae of Bigration fron the country to the citiea, the exia- 
tence of thia intrazonal Bigration ia apparent only in the differencea in the 
ratea of increaae of the three Laender, In 1947» total population increaaedi 
in Bavaria by 1.2 percent» in Wuertteoberg-Baden by 2.9 percent, and in Heaae» 
by 2.6 percent.1/ 

In Bavaria» the total increaae rate exceeded the natural increaae 
^ rate of population» indicating that even there» there waa a net isBigration.

In the war and poatwar period up to 1946, Bavaria had the highest 
iacrease of populatioa of the Laender ln the U.S. Zone doe to the inflnx of 
evacueea and expellees, The pressure of overpopulatioa, therefore, was 
strongest in Bavaria where the populatlon, native as well as Immigrant, 
to suffer its unavoidable consequences* 

On the other hand, Bavaria is the least industrial!zed Land of the 
U.S. Zone, ünder the prevalling conditlons, the rural distrlcts of Bavaria were 
most suitable for a temporary settlement of evacueos and expellees. The reac- 
tion to this. unnatural, but nscessary distribution of populatlon was mlgratlon 
from rural distrlcts to urban distriots within the U.S* Zone,’ Involving a ml- 
gration from Bavaria to the other Laendey. 

This slmultaneous movement of populatlon fron the Landkreise to the 
Stadtkreise and from Bavaria to the other Laender Is reflected in the differ- 
encee ln the increase rates shown in Table XZII.

Immigration and enigration across zonal bouadaries affeeted the populatlon of 

■^*^«** a* ^^97 affeoted the populatlon of the other Laender 
Of the Zone. There is no reason to doubt that such was the case. 
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The increase ratet of the three Laeader Tary aceordin^ to the dlf- 
ferencet in their economic itracture. The nott highly induetrialised Land it 
Wuerttemherg-Baden, vhere the rate of population increate in Stadthreite at 
well at Landkreite wat higher than in the two other Laender, the induttrialised 
areat heing the nott attractiTe goalt of nigration. 

In general» there are two atpectt of the norenent fron the rural to 
the orhan districtt; firtt, thit morement it a favorahle indication of the 
adaptation of the new pottwar denographic tituation to the econonic conditiont 
of Germany. The only pottible way to tolwe the prohlen of orerpopulation in 
GerMny» other than hy enigration» it by increating induttrialisation. linder 
the pretent oircumttancet» nigration of the turplut population to the indut- 
trialized areat it the firtt ttep in thit proceat, On the other hand» in- 
creating concentration of population in the induttrial dittrictt hat tone un- 
faTorable tocial and political conteciuencet. 

The dilenaa of progreating industrialization at the natural meant of 
aToiding pemanent orerpopulation on the one hand and the hasardt of concentra¬ 
tion of population on the other hand» can be aolred by a ayttem of decentra- 
lised induatry. Such a ayttem hat dereloped in Vfuerttemberg-Baden where a 
large part of induatry it located in tnall citiet and even rillaget. Workera 
in these induttriea are aettled äround the plant in their own houset» many of 
them haring aereral acrea of famland taken care of by the family membert, 

Tron the tocial point of view thit mixed ayttem it the nott farorable for a 
atable individiialiatic aociety, at it proridet the pottibility for tocial aa- 
timilation of all indiridualt on the baait of private property. 

Such a ayttem of decentralized location it not adaptahle to all 
branehea of induatry. A total reOrganization of German induatry in this direc- 
tion ia out of the %ueation» deairable aa it may be from the political and 
aocial point of view. Such a reOrganization would imply tramendoua amoTinta 
of new induatrial inveatnent» poatibilitiea of which are extremely limited at 
the praaent time. 

Ab the firtt atep in adaptation, aurplua population nmat fill the 
rankt of labor in exiating induatriea. ln the courae of time, however» poaai- 
bilitiea for inveatnent will improve and increaaing induatrialization will re- 
ault in new inveatmenta in induatrial planta» which might well be geared to 
induatrial decentraliiation.

AtsiBilatlon of Hefu^eo* 


A. Th« Problem 

A% the he^ioniac of 1947 the infliuc of refo^ees ended. The Mili¬ 
tär/ GorenuMnte of the U.S, and U.K. Zonet atopped organised popnlation 
transfere into their toaea heeaute of the deterioration of the houeing and 
food eitnation eaueed hy the apontaneoue inflnx in 1946. 

Refuge« aaainilation hegan largely in 1947. In Tie« of the nuaber 
of iüBigranta and the poor eeonoaic aituation in the ü.S. Zone an/ develop- 
aenta in aaaiailation aay he regarded aa progreaa. Vhat haa heen achieTed ia 
due in part to the peraeTerenee and aelf-help of the expelleea, and ia part 
to the aetiTity of the Geraan refugee agenciea which «ere forced to eoaproaiae 
hetween «hat ahould and «hat could he done. 

ln the coorae of 1945 all three Laender of the Zone iaaned oaergency 
regolationa to aolT« the preaaing legal and adainiatrdtiTe probleaa ariaing 
froa the iaaigration of expelleea. In order to proride unifora regolationa 
for refogeea throo^oot the Ü.S. .Zone, the Refugee Coaaitte« of the Laenderrat 
prepared a Refugee La« (?lueehtlingageaeta) «hieh «aa proaulgated in Pehruary 
1947. The general purpoae of the la« «hieh deale «ith naturalisation» aoeial 
aaaiatanc«, hooaing and related fielda, «aa to aaaiat aaeiailation and to 
aroid diacrlaination againat expelleea. Adainiatrative techni^oea «ere eatah- 
liabed hy iapleaenting ordinancea. Since practlcally all areaa of social» 
poiitical and economic lifo are affected hy aaainilation of expelleea» aany 
aaendnenta in Tarioua exiating laws and regolationa muat atill he made to aake 
aaainilation poaaihle.l/ 

In all three Laender apeeial agenciea (Ploeehtlingarexiraltongen) are 
handling refugee and es^ellee prohlena» «ith partial participation hy the refo- 
geaa and expelleea thenaelToa.' The haaic noed ia to give then auch a part in 
the economic ayaton aa to nake then prodoeera aa «eil aa conaunera. Sconoadc 
aaainilation ia the prere^oiaite of aoeial» poiitical and cultural aaainilation. 


B. Bnuloynent 

The Problem of proriding prodoctiTo «nploynent yarieo anong aoeial 
groupa. The actirity of independent prodoeera auch aa handicraft «orkers and 


^ an exanple» denaaification nay he eited. Unintentionally» exiating de- 
naxification regolationa inrolre diacrimination againat expelleea. According 
to ihese regolationa» «orkera in handicraft ahopa «ith leaa than ten enployeea 
are allowed to eontinoe «orte doring the prooeaa of denaxifioation. He« licenaea» 
hotfOTer» are iaaued only after denaxification. As all refugee handicraft «ork¬ 
ers nuat get ne« licenaea» they are actually discrininated againat in con^ariaon 
«ith natiTe handicraft «orkers of the aane degreo of poiitical ihorinination. 
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shopkeepert depends mottly on tho Itixianco of new licenaet for theae occupa- 
tiona, o))8tructed in naoy inatancaa by exlatln^ Oeraan ragulationa. Moreover, 
fear of new coo^titlon tenda to Unit the nusber of licenaea iaaued« To 
ellminate theae diffieultlea, Bavaria ia paaain^ an ordinance coqpelling all 
Ereiae to iaana licenaea to expelleea and noraal reaidenta on a pro-rated baaia 
aceording to population. Similar difficultiea exiat in the aaainilation of 
profeaaional peraona, auch aa phyaieiana and lawyera. Adniaaiona to theae pro- 
feaaiona are baaed on a "numerua clauaua" ayaten and difficultiea ariae fron 
• the fact that the exaainations of foreign eountriea are not alwaya valid within 
Oemany. The moat difficult problen ia the apttleaent of independent färmere. 
Althou^ expelleeä have apecial priority in the land reform procedure« there 
ia little Chance for the majority of the imnlgrant famera to be aettled on 
their own farma within (jermany, the nunber of farme which can be newly eatab- 
liahed by the land reform being very amall. Many of the expellee färmere muat 
either change their occupationa, with conae^^uent aocial reaentment aa a reault 
of decreaaed incoae and lower aocial poaition, or wait for an opportunity to 
emigrate. Inaofar aa it ia poaaible to Judge. the aaaimilation of wage and 
aalaxy earnera haa made the greateat progreaa, aa theae groupa conaiat of thoae 
of higheat adaptability. Among theae, manual workera have made more progreaa 
toward aaaimilation than olerical workera. 

In the earlier diacuaaion of internal migration, the movement fron 
the country to the city waa partly attributed to the economic aaaimilation of 
refugeea. Thia contention ia directly aupported by data on en^loyrnent of wage 
and aalary earnera in Bavaria, aa ahown in the following table of labor market 
atatiatica on refugeea and nativea.

The concluaiona whicn can be drawn fron thia table are that fron 
March 1947 to the end of the year the percent increaae of employed refugeea 
waa more than aix tinea aa great aa the percent increaae of employed nativea, 
and that aixty percent of the total increaae of 188,CX)0 in eiqployed wage and 
aailary earnera in Bavaria were compoaed of newly employed refugeea. 
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The present lahor market Situation favors a rapid increase in the 
employnent of refugees. Because of the monetary Situation and the low leveX 
of wages and salaries, demand for lahor is inflated in comparison with the toI- 
ume of production, and for the sane reaeons lahor supply is restricted. Many 
individuals are not inclined to work because of low eamings in occupations 
which are legal and normal. They prefer tö live on their saTlngs, hlack mar~ 
ket operations, or any other kind of gainful activity outslde the restrictlons 
of official wage and salary rates. The native population is hetter ahle to 
live in this way than refugees, who have practically no saviogs either of 
money or property. Furthermore» the majority of refugees live in the country 
where opportunlties for eaming a living outslde the regulär lahor market are 
not as favorahle as in the eitles. Under present conditions, therefore, neces- 
sity to work under legal lahor conditions is more pressing on the refiagees 
than on the natives. 

This condition results in eoi indirect economic penalty agalnst 
refugees which ie difficult to avoid. Insofar as it is hased on the difference 
in money savings» the Situation will last untll the enactment of a monetary 
reform. ln most cases it will last even longer as refugees lost almost all 
their personal property, whereas only completely homhed-out families» com- 
prislng a minority of the native populationi had similar losses. 

«flth the increase of employment. the numher of unemplqyed refugees 
decreased. In Bavaria the numher of unemplpyed at the end of Decemher 1947 
was 64,047 aa compared with 126,466 at the end of March 1947. ln spite of 
this decreaae, the rate of une^ployment among the lahor force is still rela* 
tively high, and much higher among refugees than among natives, as is shown 
helow:

This high unemplpyrnont rate among refugees seems to he a contradlc- 
tion of the fact that they are under a greater necessity to work than the 
native population. In a normal lahor market, the greater need for work results 
in a lower rate of unemployment as the worker under pressure must accept any 
joh offered to him, even one involving poor wages and working conditions. 
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UneBipXoyiient however, based on labor Office reglBtration shov only 

tho number of per«onft aetually seekin^ work. They do not include the n\imber 
of workera outslde the labor market* The higher unemployment rate of refu- 
geeii therefore»compared vith that of the natives reflacta the fact that the 
nufflber of persona vho are aetually seeking work bat who cannot find it* is 
proportionately twice as high among the refugees aa among the natives. Pro¬ 
fessional and regional maladjustment of labor demand and supply with respeet 
to the refugees ia also a factor in this Situation. 

The greater need for work on the part of refugees is indicated by 
the fact that the proportion of refugees among the labor force in Bavaria 
(i*e. wage and salary earnera employed and aeeking work) is higher than the 
Proportion of reftxgeea among the population* The former was 21.7 pereant in 
March and 23*4 percent in December 1947, while the latter was approximately 
19.5 pereent.l/ As age and sex distribution of the expellees is about the 
Same as that of the native population,^/ it may be conduded that a larger 
Proportion of peraons among the expellees are working (or aeeking woiic) as 
wage and salary earnera than among the native population. Purthermore, from 
March through Deeember 1947, the refugee labor force increased by 9 percent, 
whereaa the native labor force remained unchanged.^ 

AS a result both of the neceaaity to work and of the unfavorable 
supply-demand relation in the refugee labor market, relatively high numbera 
of refugee wage and salaxy earnera are forced to work in occr^ations other 
than thoae they have leamed or in which they would normally be employed. 

In Deeember 1947, the rate of thoae so employed was 18.3 percent of the total 
number of refugees employed. The rate is especially high among the salary 
earnera, in aome eategories aa high as 39 percent.^ Thia indicates that the 
asaimilation of salary earnera involves special economic and social problema, 

Since March 1947 there has been no marked change with respeet to 
the number of refugees either total or salaried, working outside their normal 
professions. In Professional adjustment, therefore, no progress has been 
achieved. 


C. Removal of Discriminations 

In short, finding homes, even temporary ones, for the refugees was 
the first Step in assimilation and was the most Important problem of 1946 in 
this field. The second Step was finding employment for them, so aa to include 
them in the economic structure as producers and consumers. This is now xinder 
way as far as the emplc^ent of wage and salary eamers is concemed. The 
third and last atep will be to remove all discrimination, including indirect 
economic discrimination. Regional and Professional adjustment of refugees to 
the labor market is important, but not the sole prere^uiaite to thia end. 

I 

This last phaae of assimilation which implies other problema such aa 
money compensation for losaes, regulation of lost penaiona and social Insurance 
Claims, is just beginning. Progress is dependent on the ia^rovement of general 
economic conditions within the U.S. Zone.
